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NOTES 


Johann Sebastian Bach (1685-1750) was an eminently practical musician, 
besides being a very great one. A considerable part of his output is what would 
nowadays be called Gebrauchsmusik, music written to be played (and to be 
playable) at specific occasions or for definite uses. Needless to say, with Bach this 
in no way implied a lowering of musical quality or content. 

Among Bach’s works intended for pedagogical use were 15 two-part 
“praeambulae” (preludes) and 15 three-part “fantasie,” originally written for his 
son Wilhelm Friedemann and collected in 1723 under the changed titles of 
“inventiones” and “sinfonie,” respectively, with the following preface: “Upright 
Instruction, wherein the lovers of the clavier . . . are shown a clear way not alone 
(1) to learn to play clearly in two voices, but also ... (2) to deal correctly and 
well with three obbligato parts; furthermore, .. . to have good inventiones [ideas], 
... to develop the same well, . . . to arrive at a singing style in playing and... 
to acquire a strong foretaste of composition.” The idea that such teaching pieces 
must be bare of beauty or inspiration is quickly dispelled by actual acquaintance 
with them. 

The “Italian Concerto” is the first half? of Part II of the Clavierübung (a series 
of clavier and organ works published between 1726 and 1742; Part II, in 1735). 
Written for a harpsichord (two manuals), it is Bach’s only work in concerto form 
for a single instrument. The “piano” and “forte” indications refer to the separate 
use of the two manuals, for producing the “soli” and “tutti” effects of orchestral 
concerti (of the Italian type, such as Vivaldi's). 

The “Aria with 30 Variations,’ also for the two-manual harpsichord, was 
written іп 1741 ог "42 for Bach’s pupil J. Т. Goldberg, to please Goldberg’s patron, 
a Baron Kaiserling; and published in 1742 as Part IV of the Clavierübung. This 
work is among the most stupendous of its kind, replete with consummate con- 
trapuntal mastery (there are canons at various intervals and in various motions; 
fugues, fughettas, an overture, a quodlibet, . . .). The Variations demand the 
greatest technical skill; they embody all shades of moods, yet preserve a great 
unity. The reader is referred to Tovey's long essay on the work (Essays in Musical 
Analysis, Oxford Univ. Press). 

The present edition is based on Vol. 3 of the famous Bach-Gesellschaft edition 
of Bach's works.
